Decision of Railroad Department of 
A. F. L. Not to Support Strike 
Has Big Influence 


(By United Press)

States R a ilw a y La b o r B o a rd today 
declared that then* was every reason 
to believe the rail strike set fo r O c­ 
tober .‘IO, would be averted. 
The hoard called on the public to 
refrain from “ loose talk ’’ on 
the 
strike situation. 
“ Tile public 
should 
believe 
that 
both parties to this controversy are 
struggling in good faith to solve the 
difficulty," the Board deelared. 
The Bo ard stated that neither of 
the parties should he alarm ed or ir ­ 
ritated bv unw arranted denunciations 
or 
insinuations 
from 
irresponsible 
sources. 
The statement was tile first public 
utterance of, the board since it c a ll­ 
ed 
the 
conference o f the five big 
brotherhoods and railroad executives 
for next W ednesday. 


The statement of the board fo l­ 
low* : 
“'There is a great reason to hope 
tin* strike w ill he averted. The R a il­ 
w ay Lab or B o ard has settled 70 dis­ 
putes between railroads and 
their 
employees in a year and a half.

upon tile highway motor tran sp orta­ 
tion department. 
W e can place at 
least 500 trucks of from three to 
five ton cap acity each at Ids dis- 
posal immediately, and can augment 
this by at least IOO additional mo­ 
tors within a few days as we are ex­ 
pecting another 
consignment 
from 
the Federal government shortly." 
Mr. Lyons says the Indiana roads 
were never in better condition 
fo r 
heavy 
emergency traffic than now. 
There are le*s than 25 detour* on 
approxim ately 3300 miles in the state 
highway system of roads— a condi­
